SEOUL (UPI)—Fifteen radical students with 
Samurai swords hijacked a Japan Air Lines jet Tues¬ 
day and ordered it to North Korea. Communist anti¬ 
aircraft guns opened fire as the plane crossed the 
border and it turned back and landed in South Korea 
instead. 

The South Korean embassy 
in Tokyo told the Japanese 
government that all 102 pas- 
sengers, including two Ameri¬ 
cans, and the seven crew 
members were safe when the 
Boeing 727 jet landed at 
Kimpo International Airport 
outside Seoul at 3:15 p.m. 

It arrived in South Korea 
one hour and 16 minutes after 
leaving Fukuoka, Japan, on a 
course specified by the aerial 
pirates. 

A Japan Air Lines official 
said the seized jetliner flew 
northward along the east 
coast of the Korean peninsula 
on orders of the hijackers.

Thousands of Viet Cong 
troops are invading Cambodia 
and battling Cambodian 
troops, Premier Lon Nol said 
Monday in Phnom Penh. He 
announced he will accept 
military aid from the United 
States and other "friendly 
countries if the c r i a i s 
worsens. 

A n ti-government violence 
sparked by the Viet Cong was 
reported in all seven prov¬ 
inces bordering South Viet¬ 
nam and the defence ministry 
beaded by Noi said 60.000 Viet 
Cong were driving into the 
interior with some incursions 
penetrating as deep as seven 
miles. 


Agents tending the stricken 
In the 150-mile arc hit by the 
weekend temblor spoke of a 
final death toll of 2,000.

Skinheads 'Disarmed 
By Suspender Loss 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Coio. (UPI)-Explorer I, the 80- 
inch stovepipe-like object that put America officially into the 
■pace age is expected to die today somewhere over Burma. 

Explorer, launched by a Jupiter C rocket Jan. 31, 1958, is 
scheduled to burn up in the thick air of Earth about 5:15 a.m. 
PST, according to estimates by the space defence centre at the 
North American Air Defence command headquarters here. 


Police started the day early by welcoming 
the Skinheads off the trains from the East 
End of London. They collected armfuls of the 
suspenders, belts and laces from steel-capped 
boots as well as an armory of knives, razors 
and other assorted offensive weapons. 


LONDON (UPI) Skinheads rampaging 
in soutliern England's coastal resorts were 
outwitted Monday by police who confiscated 
their suspenders, belts and boot laces. 

The youngsters known as Skinheads or 
"bower (bother) boys" usually have their 
hair cropped and a uniform of suspenders, 
jeans and heavy boots. 

They roam the towns in gangs of up to 
300, often causing fights. 


Explorer’s battery-powered radio transmitter worked for 
only 105 days after launch, but It discovered the Van Allan 
radiation belts that ring Earth. 

The belts were named for Dr. James Van Alien of the State 
University of Iowa who designed the scientific instruments 
within the satellite. 

NORAD had earlier predicted the death of Explorer I in 
May, but a spokesman said Monday the erratic orbit of the 
slender satellite, plus recent solar activity, had caused the 
revision. 


"It was more or less the equivalent of 
debagging them," a police spokesman said. 

The idea of the mass debaggings came 
from two police constables who had to face 
20 Skinheads alone on Sunday — confiscate 
the “agro-gear" and curb the youths’ fighting 
ability. 

"It worked a treat,” the police spokesman 
added "Tlie word soon spread among the 
rest of the coppers (police). Very soon they 
were all doing it." 

Elsewhere Skinheads fought "greasers" 
long-haired youths with bricks and chains 
for two hours.

Robert McCloskey, said the 
Nol government had not 
requested U.S. military aid. 
McCloskey pointed out that 
both State Secretary William 
Rogers and Defence Secre¬ 
tary Melvin Laird last week 
declined to speculate on what 
U.S. response would be to 
such a request.)

“If the attacks become 
more serious we would accept 
United States arms." He said 
the constitution permits the 
government to appeal for help 
from abroad in the event of a 
grave threat to the nation, 
but added: “That moment 
has not arrived.” 

“Since we are a peace- 
loving country and in view of 
the world desire for peace at 
this time, we are confident 
that nations of the world will 
help us solve our problems." 

President Nixon has made 
it clear in recent months that 
the United States has no 
intention of eommiting any 
more ground troops to the 
Southeast Asia conflict but he 
has promised military aid in 
the form of equipment.

Nol spoke as the defence 
ministry issued a com¬ 
munique on Vlct Cong Incur¬ 
sions which said guerrillas 
units had surrounded one 
military outpost at the village 
of Srok in Prey Veng province 
and were bombarding it with 
mortar shells. 

Although Sihanouk 
remained in exile in Peking,

At Tram Kiri, 50 miles 
south of Phnom Penh, mobs 
stopped cars and hacked at 
the occupants last Friday and 
Saturday. Casualty figures 
were not known but UPI 
cameraman Ed Van Kan 
visited the region and saw 
five overturned cars with 
blood dripping from them 
minutes after an attack. 

Van Kan sold five armored 
cars and trucks carrying 
about 150 Cambodian troops 
roared up the road from a 
nearby military base and 
sprayed the scene with 
machinegun fire. Troops then 
fanned out. breaking into 
homes and dragging occu¬ 
pants into the street. Van Kan 
said one suspect wearing the 
traditional guerrilla uniform 
of black pajamas was identi¬ 
fied as a Viet Cong. 

Unofficial reports said the 
government has in custody a 
Viet Cong captain who has 
admitted that communist 
commanders in neighboring 
Vietnam have sent officers 
into Cambodia to stir up 
trouble.

P'rench and Dutch land- 
owners at rubber and tobacco 
plantations along the mekong 
river in Kampong Champ 
province were reported leav¬ 
ing areas as far as 50 miles 
from the Vietnam border 
because of the crisis.

The statement said the 
rumors were being circulated 
to create trouble in the 
country.

SAIGON — Communist 
troops firing rocket-propelled 
grenades and hurling satchel 
charges attacked an outpost 
of the 101st Airborne Division 
in South Vietnam’s northern : 
quarter Monday, killing four 
Americans and wounding 
eight. 

The soldiers of the 
"Screaming Eagle" division 
beat off the assault with rifle, 
machinegun and grenade fire 
in a two hour battle 16 miles 
southwest o f the former 
imperial capital of Hue. 
Three communists were 
killed. 

The Chi Lang base, which 
houses more than 8,000 
trainees for the South Viet¬ 
namese army, is 120 miles 
southwest of Saigon and with¬ 
in six miles of the Cambodian 
border. It lies in the shadow 
of the Seven Sisters Moun¬ 
tains, which long have served 
as a hideaway for Viet Cong 
forces. 

Military sources said they 
expect communist activity in 
the area to increase during 
the next week, despite food 
and manpower shortages. 

V I E N T 1ANE. Laos — 
Laotian government forces 
regained several hill positions 
Monday, and the parliament 
urged Prince Souvanna 
Phouma to open negotiations 
with the Pathet Lao com¬ 
munists on the basis of their 
five-point peace proposal. 

The parliament said, how¬ 
ever, that negotiations mu3t 
begin without conditions. This 
stipulation blocked one of the 
communist points, which 
demanded the United States 
cease bombing North Viet¬ 
namese and Pathet Lao 
Forces in Laos before talks 
could be held.

Seems she is allergic to 
odors, particularly perfumes, 
colognes, shaving lotions, hair- 
preparations, etc. 

1 haven't been able to use 
anything on my face or hair 
since I met her two years 
ago. Makes it kind of rough. 

* * * 

Wherever crowds are 
gathered, she seems to be 
seated next to someone who 
lias on perfume. She com¬ 
plains of severe headaches 
and chokes up so it is difficult 
to catch her breath. 

She has had complete phys¬ 
ical examinations and checks 
out fine. Can anything be done 
to make her less Sensitive? — 
•f.B. 

There are cases — rare, but 


I have heard of some — of 
people being allergic to cer¬ 
tain materials that are very 
commonly used in perfumes. 
It can be quite a nuisance to 
folks in this affluent, perfum¬ 
ed world of lotions and smell- 
um. 

You say she checks out well 
on a physical examination, 
but in a problem of this sort, 
that doesn’t mean a thing. 

Has she been seen by an 
allergist? That’s the point. 
Knowing perfume chemistry, 
he may be able to suggest 
whether there are types you 
can use without giving your 
girl a headache. Or, alter¬ 
natively and you could give 
this a try — you might be 
able to use a plain, dilute 
alcohol as an aftershave, and 
maybe even find some sort of 
unscented stuff for your hair.

of ruins “Three women came 
to the hospital to be saved 
from dying," she wailed. 
"And that’s where they died." 

Hospital mattresses and 
tiled walls could be seen 
under the wreckage. 


Nearby was a mosque, 
totally demolished, its dome 
uncracked and resting on the 
ground like a grotesque tea¬ 
pot lid. The town's other 
major mosque was intact — 
except that the minaret had 
speared downwards into the 
building, leaving only the 
platform visible. A car 
nearby had its roof sheared 
off and was filled with 
massive stones. But the tires 
held its weight. 

Firemen trained high pres¬ 
sure hoses on the burning 
remains of half a dozen fires 
started, apparently, when 
high tension wires ripped 
apart. Clouds of steam and 
billowing blue smoke spiralled 
high into the sky. 


They said more than 600 of 
Gedlz's 7,500 persons died in 
the earthquake. Three of 
them lay under sodden blan¬ 
kets on the sidewalk near 
where Turkish army troops 
pulled at piled up masonry. 
No one paid the corpses any 
attention. Another body, a 
lace net curtain draped over 
its face, lay at the entrance 
to the two-storey school build¬ 
ing which was turned into a 
relief centre. A hand stuck 
into the air grotesquely. 

Scurrying crowds stepped 
over the body. They weren’t 
callous, particularly. But 
death here Is a commonplace 
now. Or almost. 

A young woman, trim and 
petite, clutching two furled 
umbrellas, one lavender and 
one black, despite the drizzl¬ 
ing rain, stood tensely as 
steel-helmeted troops of the 
Turkish army dug deep into 
an awkward comer or what 
was faintly recognizable as 
what had been a two-Morey 
house. 


T e 1 e v i sion cameramen 
crowded round and there was 
a brief scrabbling in the 
ruins. Then an officer turned 
to the woman, nodded and 
shrugged. The woman whim¬ 
pered, then turned and 
walked rap idly away. 
Moments later troops pulled 
two more bodies from the 
wreckage. 

Officials motto ned 
travellers to walk In the 
centre of the narrow cobbled 
streets. Groans from teeter¬ 
ing masonry, roofs threaten¬ 
ing to crash, bulging walls 
and wavering gutters showed 
their caution to be wise. 


As massive earth-moving 
equipment thundered past, 
the risk of new collapses 
increased and local persons 
hurriedly gathered together 
their sodden belongings — a 
few shoes and damp blankets 
and headed humbly for the 
hills. 

Many of the local people 
bore signs of their ordeal — 
black eyes, face and arm 
bruises, bandaged limbs and 
cut skin. They either milled 
helplessly in the slime of the 
main square or queued 
silently or weeping for bread 
and for tents to use as 
temporary homes. Some 
simply stood and looked 


Maybe a slight touch of 
petroleum jelly to make it 
stay combed. 

This doesn’t offer much 
help in the case of crowds, 
which, by the way, makes me 
wonder whether some strong 
psychological factor could be 
involved, rather than an 
allergy. Maybe a perfumed 
odor raises in her sub¬ 
conscious mind some un¬ 
pleasant memories. 


If it is a true allergy, an 
antihistamine type of medica¬ 
tion may help, or an allergist 
may find some other solution. 
In any event, I think some 
study by an allergist should 
either help her, or help pin 
down the exact problem, or 
alternatively eliminate allergy 
and have her start looking for 
a psychological basis.

"WTHILE FINANCE MINISTER Edgar Benson 
w argues that it is only a small percentage of 
the public that is protesting his tax reform 
proposals, he has to admit that' the criticism » 
coming from places where “opinions” count 

It is doubtful, for instance, if one of the ten 
provinces agrees in principle with the changes. In 
industry, commerce and the professions organized 
groups and associations have played a notable part 
in addressing well-considered briefs to the 
Commons taxation committee, most of them 
demanding changes and amendments. 

In addition, various groups, such as the Fair 
Taxation Council, have been established among the 
smaller, but highly important, business people to 
show that it is not only the giant corporations but 
the one-man businesses as well who see frustration 
and trouble ahead if Mr. Benson gets his way. 

The action of Opposition Leader Robert 
Stanfield in stumping the country to stress his 
party’s disapproval of the scheme has also some 
significance, and indicates that if the government 
hopes to get its reform through the Commons in 
time for a 1971 tax start, it may have to resort to 
closure of debate on many controversial aspects of 
the bill. 

There is also the grave fear that if the 
schedule is adhered to, the taxation committee will 
not have time to digest property the briefs which 
are being presented to it, and are now estimated to 
be over the 4,000 mark. 

J. V. Clyne, chairman of MacMillan Bloedel, is 
to be commended for having given a very thought- 
provoking address on tax reform to the Canadian 
Tax Foundation Conference held in Montreal. 

Mr. Clyne, as an expert on jurisprudence 
through his long connection with bar and bench, is 
not to be fobbed off lightly by Mr. Benson and his 
civil service tax advisers. 

He has raised the very good point that Mr. 
Benson is asking the country to give him carte 
blanche on a tax structure that might add over 
$1,000,000,000 to annual government revenues 
without telling anyone how the government intends 
to spend it. 


He asks if the tax reform bill is not being 
aimed as a document to create revenue for a broad 
undefined scheme of social change in Canada. He, 
and every voter in Canada, is surely entitled to 
know in advance what those changes are going to 
be. 

As the chief executive officer of one of 
Canada's most important exporting companies, Mr. 
Clyne is also in good position to point out that 
in the fight against inflation the government is 
already spending far too much on its own projects. 

In 1968 the United States with the festering 
•ore erf a Vietnam war to finance, spent 30.5 per 
cent of its gross national product on government 
expenditures. 

In the same year Canada, at peace, was 
spending 32 per cent of the GNP on government 
expenses. If Mr. Benson gets his extra $1,000,- 
000,000 through tax reform, then government 
spending in relation to GNP would be of a higher 
proportion than anything yet seen or forecasted. 

Mr. Clyne is right in demanding a full 
disclosure of government spending intentions 
before the sluice gate to increased revenue is 
opened. 

He may also be right in suggesting that much 
of the reform is aimed at stopping tax evasion by a 
minority, thus penalizing the majority for a small, 
if important, few. 

Mr. Clyne says tax department enforcement 
backed by important court decisions have made it 
much more difficult for people under present tax 
laws to get away with flagrant abuses. 

If the new reforms become law, dozens of new 
loopholes will be created, and Mr. Clyne sees future 
evasion in the tax handling of unrealized gains, 
sales of private homes, works of art and other 
complexities thrown open by the white paper 
proposals. 

In the face of all this expert criticism, Mr. 
Benson continues to draw on his pipe like a 
contented Buddha and confine himself to generali¬ 
ties. Does he think his government’s House 
majority is strong and solid enough to bulldoze a 
way through for his bill? If he does, he might be 
mistaken. 


The Onus Is on the Premier 


T HE PATTERN IS CLEAR that Ottawa is 
against British Columbia says Premier W. A. C. 

Bennett. 

These are strong words, and if he genuinely 
believes this is the case what is he going to do 

about it? 

His post budget call to all British Columbians, 
regardless of political affinity, _ to wire Prime 
Minister Trudeau expressing their disapproval of 
the federal government’s “anti-British Columbia” 
policies is all right as far as it goes. 

However, Mr. Bennett well knows that as 
leader of a provincial government that has 
overwhelming support throughout the province it 
is up to him to act. He alone has the power and 
authority to speak for the people of British 
Columbia. 


Throughout the years the premier has been 
steadfast in his attitude, as a United Empire 
Loyalist descendant, that Canada must present a 
united front. How far then is he willing to take his 
opposition to the present Ottawa government? 

Can he honestly maintain his loyal attitude In 
face of his unequivocal statements that British 
Columbia is not getting a fair deal from the 
present federal government, and that Mr. Tru¬ 
deau’s government is “anti-British Columbia?” 

The public of British Columbia has a right to 
know if in the face of what the premier believes is 
injustice, he will go as far as Quebec has done to 
obtain redress. If Mr. Bennett is not willing to take 
a stand himself he cannot expect those who have 
elected him into office regularly since 1952 to do 
the job for him. 

He should lay his cards on the table.

Nasser Loses 

Skilled Pilots

Egypt's President Nasaer complained recently that his 

air force was not as effective as It might be because of a 
shortage of skilled pilots. If his air combat losses continue 
long at this month's rate, he may face a shortage of his heat 
MIG-21 Jet fighters soon — unless the Russians are replacing 
the warplanes he Is losing. 

Israeli pilots claim to have shot down five more MIG-21's 
In a five-minute air battle northwest of the town of Sues. 
There were no Israeli losses. 

That brings to nine the number of Egyptian MIG-21* shot 
down In the last two days, to 12 the number destroyed by 
Israeli pilots so far this month and to 25 the number knocked 
down since last October 1. 

At that time, according to London's usually reliable 
Institute of Strategic Studies, Egypt has 100 MiG-21s. If that 
estimate was correct and If the Israeli claims are valid, the 
Egyptians have lost, since last October, exactly one-fourth of 
their MIG-21s. Worse, they lost In combat a good number of 
MIG pilots, exacerbating Nasser's pilot shortage worries. 

The day and night Israeli attacks are Intended, among 
other things, to suppress any Egyptian military activity along 
and west of the 8ues Canal. The attacks ohvioualy are 
irritating the Egyptians Into ordering out their fighters, which 
may be the reaction the Israelis want. Just as obviously. It 
seems, the Israeli attacks will continue.

Wilson’s Confidant Clouds 
Common Market Entry Issue

With a few exceptions, the 
1 n cantations of politicians 
over Britain’s possible entry 
into the European Common 
Market have been highly 
indecipherable. 

One of the exceptions was 
former president de Gaulle of 
France, who said a firm 
"Non.” Since he bowed out, 
Britain has been getting only 
a firm maybe from Europe. 

* ★ * 

Now there comes another 
Inscrutable statement — this 
time from a British cabinet 
member — on this issue that 
could have a big impact on 
trade between the United 
Kingdom and Canada. 

It is from Peter Shore, a 
middle-ranking member of 
the cabinet without a portfolio 
but a confidant of Prime 
Minister Wilson and a strate¬ 
gist for the general election in 
Britain that must come in 
about a year. 

★ ★ * 

Shore exploded a political 
bombshell by telling an audi¬ 
ence in industrial Man¬ 
chester: 

"Whether or not we join the 
Common Market becomes an 
option which we can take up 
if it suits us, or leave alone if 
it does not." 

The statement was the 
chilliest one from a major 
Labor spokesman in years 
and all the more remarkable 
because Wilson has been 
knocking at the door of the 
Market and his deputy parlia¬ 
mentary leader, George 
Brown, has virtually devoted 
his career recently to getting 
Britain into the European 
setup. 

Perhaps it has to be read in 
the light of stark politics. 

★ * * 

All the opinion polls for 
months have Indicated that 
British voter thinking is 
against getting tied up with 
Europe, on the down-to-earth 
ground that it is obviously 
going to cost the consumer 
more, at least initially before 
supposed economic benefits 
take hold. 

This would result partly 
from the fact that Britain 
would have to join the 
Continental countries In the 
Market behind a tariff wall 
that would send up the costs 
of imports of such countries 
as Canada, unless ways were 
found of negotiating loopholes. 
And Britain presumably 
would have to join in the cost 
of propping up farm prices 


for inefficient French produc¬ 
tion. 

With an eye on the popular¬ 
ity polls, the British Con¬ 
servative party — which 
expects to win the next 
election — has not been 
hitting too hard on the theme 
of entering the Common 
Market recently. 

Though the Tories initiated 
the Common Market move in 
the de Gaulle regime and still 
remain committed to it, they 
are not talking too loudly 
about it. 


Prodded in the Commons 
for an explanation of Shore’s 
speech, Wilson said he hadn’t 
read it but repeated that he 
still wants to get Britain into 
Europe but "on the right 
terms." 

Liberal Leader Jeremy 
Thorpe accused him of adopt¬ 
ing the role of "Mr. Facing- 
Both-Ways” and certainly 
Wilson is leaving himself 
enough sea room in which to 
trim Labor's sails to the 
shifting winds of politics. 


Into upgrading its "presence" 
elsewhere in Southeast Asia. 

There may be some small 
comfort In the belief that 
while President Nixon and his 
advisers are wary of the 
whole problem, the Kremlin 
is equally uncertain about the 
Soviet role in the shifting 
political balance there.

Two weeks after the ouster 
of Prince Sihanouk of Cam¬ 
bodia, Washington and Mos¬ 
cow have yet to make any 
declaration on the situation. 

Premier Lon Nol’s efforts 
to consolidate his new gov¬ 
ernment are threatened on all 
sides. 

He lacks the military 
strength to drive the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
forces out. Additionally, 
although he claims outbreaks 
of fighting in the interior are 
the work of the Vietnamese, 
there is considerable evidence 
that it is inspired by strong 
pockets of pro-Sihanouk senti¬ 
ment. 

* * ★ 

On top of that, replacement 
of some military commanders 
lends credence to reports that 
the new government does not 
enjoy the unanimous support 
of the armed forces. Also, its 
strength in the National l 
Assembly is an unknown 
quantity. 

Sihanouk was generally 
considered here to be a wise 
negotiator who managed to 
keep Cambodia from being 
overrun by North Vietnamese 
while maintaining reasonably 
good relations with Washing¬ 
ton without affront to Moscow 
or Hanoi. 

★ ★ * 

If the new government 
continues to slip and slide as 
it has in its first two weeks, It 
seems possible there Will be 
attempts from military or 
political forces — including 
pro-Sihanouk factions — to 
take over. 


In the view of some 
observers the one good thing 
that could come out of the 
new crisis is that Moscow and 
Washington might rethink the 
whole Southeast Asian situa¬ 
tion. The threat of a spread¬ 
ing and deepening conflict 
might even inspire some new 
initiative for peace there. 

In 1954, when French 
colonial rule in Indochina fell 
apart, the international com¬ 
munity viewed the area as a 
whole and the Geneva confer¬ 
ence was called to map its 
future. 

★ * * 

In ensuing years, only the 
North Vietnamese seem to 
have clung to this view, 
asserting their claim to suc¬ 
ceed the French throughout 
Indochina. 

Now, the revival of the old 
concept is accompanied by a 
recent flurry of interest in 
another Geneva conference in 
which the major interested 
parties might eonsider a fresh 
approach to the dilemma. 

In advance, however, it is 
recognized there that any 
such conference would have a 
near impossible task — to 
devise a formula that would 
be acceptable to Washington, 
Moscow and Peking.

Brazil’s New President

Gives Hope for Freedom

Brazil, the giant of Latin 
America with 92,000,000 
people, enters its seventh 
year under military rule 
Wednesday with a new presi¬ 
dent at least conditionally 
pledged to restore democracy. 

The main conditions are 
that the country be stable 
economically and politically. 
The first target apparently is 
being achieved but the second 
has been stymied, as evi¬ 
denced by two left-wing kid¬ 


nappings of diplomat* and 
jails full of political prisoners. 

A n niversary commemora¬ 
tions of the military coup 
which overthrew democracy 
March 31, 1964, will begin 
with a nation-wide broadcast 
tonight by the new president, 
Gen. Emilio Garrastazu 
Medici- 

More imposing than his two 
military predecessors — the 
late Marshal Humberto 
Caatello Branco and Arthur 
da Oostia e Silva — Medici is a 
64-year-old secret service 
expert. 

He came Into office in 



October after illness pre¬ 
vented Costa e Silva from 
carrying on. The promotion of 
Medici, head of the powerful 
army secret service for two 
years, was a rare graduation 
from espionage greyness to 1 
Brazil'* top post. 

But he has Impressed both 
diplomats and local observers 
with the firmness of his 
economic proposals, which 
appear to have turned him 
from a mere exponent of the 
army line to a key factor in 
Brazil's future political 
development. 

* * * 

When the army overthrew 
Joao Goulart as president In 
1964 because be was leaning 
too far left, political turmoil 
had fed inflation of 100 per 
cent annually. 

Today the military govern¬ 
ment, helped by a team of 
young technocrats led by 
Finance Minister Antonio 
Delfim Neto, boasts that 
inflation was cut to 24 per 
cent last year.

Succession Duty Act now before 
the Legislature wil) exempt 
“family homes” from succes¬ 
sion duties, but lawyers s]>ccial- 
izing in the field of taxation say 
the move also applies to farms, 
ranches and other land hold¬ 
ings. 

The dispute among experts is 
whether the move is a stroke of 
political genius on the part of 
\VV A. C Bennett, premier and 
finance minister, or merely a 
matter of poor draftsmanship in 
drawing up the legislation. 

Either way. says prominent 
Vancouver estate lawyer Jac¬ 
ques Barbeau, the legislation is 
unique in Canada and has “tre¬ 
mendous consequences " 

Under the revised act, he said 


in an interview, anyone will lie 
able to buy a large piece of 
property, erect a house on it, 
and escape succession duties if 
he passes the property along to 
his wife, children or grandchil¬ 
dren 

Under the present legislation 
maximum exemption is $35,000 
and the home must he be¬ 
queathed to the deceased s 
spouse.

“I'll gfet them to partici¬ 
pate. too. They’ll have a place 
to come and discuss their 
problems, and hopefully we'll 
he ahle fo help solve them,” 
McKay said. 

Nights at the centre will 
focus on the city's young 
Indians: 

“A young person coming to 
the city enjoys it until the 
novelty wears off. Then ttip 
city become* a n^pnster. 
They’ll pull up roots and go 


home. We hope to prevent 
that,” McKay explained. 

"There'll be gamefc, dances, 
things like art classes for the 
young people, but they will 
have to set their own pro¬ 
grams I don’t think I should 
set them. I'm only there to 
bring it into reality,” he said. 

The purpose of the centre, 
McKay stresses, is not to take 
the wind out of the sails of 
any social organizations that 
have Indians on their list of 
clientele, hut rather to cen¬ 
tralize services to Indians. 
“When they come for help, 


“We hope to work, too. with i 
other services for a common 
goal the goal is the ; 

people.” 

But there are *>me 
obstacles in the way of a 
"meaningful present" for Vic¬ 
toria's Indians, McKay said. 

"I think Victoria has a 
minimum of discrimination. 
Of aU the cities I’ve been in 
(he's worked as a teacher and 
social worker from B.C. to 
Manitoba! I'd say Victoria 
has about the least." 

"But I expect a lot of 
difficulty in the operation of 
the centre. It's a new thing, 
an unknown thing for both the i 
whites and our people," 
McKay said. 

"The white society Is a 
little afraid of what we're 
going to become when we re 
together as a group. People 
are going to watch us very 
dosely for thp first year. 
We'll always be under their 
microscopes 

And McKay think* hi* joh 
will be the hurricane's eye.

Call Halt 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPD — The 
Southwest '70 Peace Festival 
ground to a halt Sunday after 
four days of freezing tempera¬ 
tures, snow, fog, duat and a 
thunderstorm cut crowds below 
3,000 each day. 

Festival promoters said they 
did not know exactly how much 
they lost, but were hoping it 
wouldn’t run too much over 
$10,000 to $15,000.

It "s Versatile 


A few days ago I did a lot of ranting 
in this column about the virtues of Hip 
tuberous begonia, and if I seemed 
overly enthusiastic in describing ihese 
plants, it is\ because 1 consider them the 
most colorful and versatile of any 
flower we can grow in the shade 

The begonia makes a grand house- 
plant for a cool north or east window, it 
is superb for dressing up a shaded 
porch or patio, and for open garden use, 
it is about the only bedding plant which 
will bloom really profusely in the 
sunless portions of the garden, 

I am often asked whether begonia 
bulbs can be planted directly in the 
garden after all danger of frost has 
passed: this is possible, but from such a 
late start, the summer will be half over 
before y o^u have any substantial 
display of color from your plants. For 
earHer bloom, it is best to start the 
bulbs into growth indoors or under 
glass 

★ ★ ★ 

After potting up your bulbs, watering 
Is critical in the early stages. When you 
first plant your bulbs, they have no 
living roots at all and therefore no 
means of taking in any water except 
the little they can absorb through their 
■kin. 

Soggy, sodden soil at this stage is 
almost certain to rot the bulbs. The 
trick here is to maintain the soil only 


just barely moist — .just enough to coax 
the rooLs oul. so to speak — increasing 
very gradually as the bulb acquires 
roots and topgrowlh. 

Using ]>otting soil it isn’t easy to 
maintain just the right degree of 
moisture and, for this reason, 1 very 
much prefer to root my begonia tutiers 
in damp peat moss This material is 
sterile to begin with, containing no rot 
organisms to attack the bulbs. More¬ 
over, as excess water tuns straight 
through the moss and out the drainage 
hole, watering is considerably Jess 
critical. 

★ ★ ★ 

The j>eat should be just nicely moist 
neither bone dry nor sloppy wet 
and a good test is lo grab a handful and 
squeeze. It should feel damp tn the 
touch but you shouldn't be able to wring 
any water out of it. This is packed 
loosely into pots or boxes. 

Hefore inserting the bulbs, it is a 
good idea to give them a squirt of 
garden dust — anything you happen to 
have left over from last year's battles 
with pests and blights. Rulb duet is 
good, or you can use rose dust, tomato 
dust, fruit tree dust or any of the all- 
IHjrpnse [>owders containing both a hug- 
killer and a fungicide. 

Screw the bulbs inlo the damp peat 
mass with a twisting motion, pushing 
them down until the top of the bulb is 


only just barely covered. Make sure ynd” 
plant them right side up: the dished or . 
concave surface is the top, the rounded 
portion is the hoi tom 

* * W 

Until topgrowth appears, no light 1* 
needed and any cosy warm spot will 
serve while the bulbs are rooting. I sit ■ 
my boxes of blubs on the workbench in" 
our furnace room — the warmest room * 
in Ihe house, around 75 degrees. As soon " 
as the little pink shoots emerge from" 
the bulbs, though, it will be necessary" 
to shift ihe plants into a sunny place 
and a slightly lower temperature say, 
around W) degrees. 

During all this time, keep the peal 
moss moist hut not wet When the first 
leaves apjiear. Ihe plants may he given-? 
a little food, ideally a few drops of 
liquid fish, liquid seaweed or liquiff 
whale in water once a week. The same 
nutrient solution may be sprayed over 
the.Jeaves daily in the form of a fine 
mist. The inexpensive plastic "Jgt" 
sprayer is ideal for this job. 

With cool conditions, free ventilation 
and plenty of daylight, the plants can 
remain in their peat moss until the 
weathpr Is warm enough to sel them v 
out in their flowering positions. Take a 
good big handful of peat moss with each ' 
plant as it is dug out, and plant the jieat 
along wilh the bulb, in this way. the 
roots suffer the .least jxissihle distur¬ 
bance.

My friend Adam's 19-year- 
old son came into my Wash¬ 
ington office to see me the 
other day. 

'Tv* decided to go to 
Canada rather than serve in 
the United States army." 

"Is it because of the war in 
Vietnam?" I asked. 

"No, it's just that I don't 
want to work in the post 
office." 

"I don't understand." 

"I have to live with myself 
and I don't think I could do it, 
knowing what I have done to 
somebody else's mail." 

"But,” I said trying to talk 
him nut of leaving Ihe coun¬ 
try, "there's no guarantee 
just because you're in thp 
United States army, you will 
have to work in a jiost office. 
You might be assigned lo 
running the railroads, in case 
they go out on strike," 


"I don't care. Working on 
the railroad is as bad as 


working In the post office. 
One is as immoral as the 
other." 

"Would you consider work¬ 
ing as an air controller during 
their slowdown, immoral?” 

"Yes I would. I don't think 
a man should go into the 
army and do anything he 
doesn’t believe in. I don't 
believe in aviation. It's a 
cruel and ruthless business.” 

"But the army has more to 
offer than working in a post 
irffice, or on the railroads or 
in air control. Why, with the 
proper training, you could 
even become a first class 
garbage man."

He shook his head. "It's no 
good trying to talk me into 
the height things about sol¬ 
diering. I know they're going 
to make me into a letter 
carrier.” 

“Why are you so sure?"

strike? Just because you put 
on the uniform of the U S. 
Army doesn't mean you'll he 
assigned to the mail.” 

"I'd rather be a live 
coward," he said, "than a 
dead zip code breaker." 

"But if you go to Canada 
and the postal strike is over 
you won't be permitted lo 
come hack to the United 
States." 

"I've marie up my mind. 
I've seen what happened to 
other tils who worked in Ihe 
p<>st office. They’ve henane 
embittered and mean and 
cruel (live a guy a stamp 
cancelling machine and he 
becomes an animal. They're 
rn>l going to make me into a 
monster. '

I glimpsed the Eastern 
Turkish town briefly through 
blinding rain after a nine-hour 
drive through the night from 
Istanbul. When I saw it again 
it was in closeup and looked 
like something from a mad 
builder's nightmare with lean¬ 


ing gables, bulging walls and 
tottering chimneys. 

Also it smelled — from the 
dying fires in its ruins and 
was ankle deep in mud and 
c r o w d e d with distraught 
injured and weeping people.

SEOUL (UPI)—Fifteen radical students armed 
with daggers hijacked a Japan Airlines jetliner Tues¬ 
day and ordered it to communist North Korea after a 
stop in Fukuoka, Japan. Unexpectedly it landed at 
South Korea's Kimpo International Airport instead. 

The South Korean embassy 
in Tokyo immediately told the 
Japanese government that all 
102 passengers, including two 
Americans, -and the seven 
crew members were safe 
when the Boeing 727 jet 
landed at the airport outside 
Seoul at 3:15 p.m. 

It arrived in South Korea 
an hour and 16 minutes after 
leaving Fukuoka in southern 
Japan on a course believed 
specified by the air pirates 
for North Korea.

Western Turkey lies in one 
of the world's worst earth¬ 
quake regions. 

Fifty-three persons died in 
a quake March 28,1969, that 
destroyed 2,000 houses in the 
town of Alasehir. 

The whole region was 
almost destroyed by a great 
earthquake in 17 AD, but the 
worst In modem times was In 
December, 1939, when more 
than 32,700 died in Erzinjan. 
eastern Anatolia. Four years 
ago 2,240 died at Varvo in the 
east of the country. 


A Japan Air Lines official 
in Tokyo said the plane 
headed toward North Korea 
at first but turned back when 
it was fired on by communist 
antiaircraft guns. 

One report said all signs 
and markers had been 
removed from Kimpo airport 
at Seoul in order to make the 
hijackers think the jet was 
landing in communist terri¬ 
tory.

Skinheads 4 Disarmed 
By Suspender Loss 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (UPI) Explorer I, the 80- 
inch stovepipe-like object that put America officially into the 
space age is expected to die today somewhere over Burma. 

Explorer, launched by a Jupiter C rocket Jan. 31, 1958, Is 
scheduled to bum up in the thick air of Earth about 5:15 a m. 
PST, according to estimates by the space defence centre at the 
North American Air Defence command headquarters here. 

★ * * 

Explorer's battery-powered radio transmitter worked for 
only 105 days after launch, but it discovered the Van Allen 
radiation belts that ring Earth. 

The belts were named for Dr. James Van Allen of the State 
University of Iowa who designed the scientific instruments 
within the satellite. 

NORAD had earlier predicted the death of Explorer I in 
May, but a spokesman said Monday the erratic orbit of the 
slender satellite, plus recent solar activity, had caused the 
revision. 


Police started the day early by welcoming 
the Skinheads off the trains from the East 
End of London.

"It worked a treat,” the police spokesman 
added "The word soon spread among the 
rest of the coppers (police) Very soon they 
were all doing it." 

Elsewhere Skinheads fought "greasers ' 
long-haired youths with bricks and chains 
for two hours.

Convoys of yellow govern¬ 
ment trucks and black-painted 
army vehicles churned mud- 
dily into Gediz with the signs 
"Deprem” (earthquake) 
emblazoned on their wind¬ 
screens. They brought tents 
and duckboards, food and 
building materials and make¬ 
shift stoves. 

A night watchman said he 
was walking through the town 
Saturday night when suddenly 
he saw houses on his right 
and left crumble. "I closed 
my eyes in terror and when I 
opened them there was no 
town of Gediz,” he said. 

Some building* were frag¬ 
mented like a jigsaw puzzle 
or a pulverized cartoon cat 
the moment before disinte¬ 
gration. 

They appeared to be held 
together only by habit. One 
cottage fronted perfectly onto 
the street, but it was set just 
a yard farther to the left than 
where It was built. 


They said more than GOO of 
Gediz’s 7,500 persons died in 
the earthquake. Three of 
them lay under sodden blan¬ 
kets on the sidewalk near 
where Turkish army troops 
pulled at piled up masonry. 
No one paid the corpses any 
attention. Another body, a 
lace net curtain draped over 
its face, lay at the entrance 
to the two-storey school build¬ 
ing which was turned into a 
relief centre. A hand stuck 
Into the air grotesquely. 

Scurrying crowds stepped 
over the body. They weren't 
callous, particularly. But 
death here is a commonplace 
now. Or almost. 

A young woman, trim and 
petite, clutching two furled 
umbrellas, one lavender and 
one black, despite the drizzl¬ 
ing rain, stood tensely as 
steel-hel meted troops of the 
Turkish army dug deep into 
an awkward comer or what 
was faintly recognizable as 
what had been a two-storey 
house.

The soldiers or the 
"Screaming Eagle" division 
beat off the assault with rifle, 
machinegun and grenade fire 
in a two hour battle 16 miles 
southwest o f the former 
imix?rial capital 'of Hue. 
Three communists were 
killed. 

The Chi Lang base, which 
houses more than 8.000 
trainees for the South Viet¬ 
namese army, is 120 miles 
southwest of Saigon and with¬ 
in six miles of the Cambodian 
border. It lies in the shadow 
of the Seven Sisters Moun¬ 
tains. which long have served 
as a hideaway for Viet Cong 
forces. 

Military sources said they 
expect communist activity in 
the area to increase during 
the next week, despite food 
and manpcjwer shortages. 


At Tram Kiri. 50 miles 
south of Phnom Penh, mobs 
stopped cars and hacked at 
the occupants last Friday and 
Saturday. Casualty figures 
were not known but UPI 
cameraman Ed Van Kan 
visited the region and saw 
five overturned cars with 
blood dripping from them 
minutes after an attack. 

Van Kan said five armored 
cars and trucks carrying 
about 150 Cambodian troops 
roared up the road from a 
nearby military base and 
sprayed the scene with 
machinegun fire. Troops then 
fanned out, breaking into 
homes and dragging occu¬ 
pants into the street. Van Kan 
said one suspect wearing the 
traditional guerrilla uniform 
of black pajamas was identi¬ 
fied as a Viet Cong. 

Unofficial reports said the 
government has in custody a 
Viet Cong captain who has 
admitted that communist 
commanders in neighboring 
Vietnam have sent officers 
into Cambodia to stir up 
trouble.

SEOUL (UPI)—Fifteen radical students with 
Samurai swords hijacked a Japan Air Lines jet Tues¬ 
day and ordered it to North Korea. Communist anti¬ 
aircraft guns opened fire as the plane crossed the 
border and it turned back and landed in South Korea 
instead. 

The South Korean embassy 
in Tokyo told the Japanese 
government that all 102 pas¬ 
sengers, including two Ameri¬ 
cans, and the seven crew 
members were safe when the 
Boeing 727 jet landed at 
Kimpo International Airport 
outside Seoul at .1:15 pm 

It arrived in South Korea 
one hour and 16 minutes after 
leaving Fukuoka, Japan, on a 
course specified by the aerial

A Japan Air Lines official 
said the seized jetliner flew 
northward along the east 
coast of the Korean peninsula 
on orders of the hijackers.
